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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 1 recites the limitation "the surface" in lines 7-8, claim 8 recites the 
limitation "the surface" in lines 3 and 4, and claim 15 recites the limitation "the surface" 
in lines 10-1 1 and there is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in these claims. 
Is Applicant refereeing to the ground surface or to the guide surface? The specification 
and the drawings provided indicate the use of two guides with two housing where in 
each guide will be retracted in side each guide. However just one housing is claimed in 
this claim for the two guides. In addition, how can just one stake on the first anchor be 
able to retain the guides in an extended position? Since the device has a biasing 
element, it appears that if there is no other stake provided in the proximal end of the 
device, the guides would be retracted towards the distal ends instead of being 
outstretched in an extended position against the bias as claimed. 

Please note that for purpose of addressing the claims, the examiner is 
assuming the expression "the surface" to be referring to the ground surface. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Martin et al. 
(US Patent No. 316,987). 

Martin discloses a clothes drier comprising: at least one housing (A, the top right area 
as shown on Figs. 1-2), a pair of spaced guides (H) having a proximal end (the right end 
area as shown on Figs. 1 and 2) and a distal end (the left end area as shown on Figs. 1 
and 2) moveable between a retracted position in said housing and an extended position 
and biased toward said retracted position in said housing (see column 2, lines 62-81 ), 
and a first anchor (B) interconnecting said distal ends of the guides and at least one 
stake (L) connected to said first anchor (B) for penetrating the surface to retain said 
guides outstretched in said extended position against the bias toward said retracted 
position (see Figs. 1 and 2). 

With respect to the intended use recitation on the first line of the claim, the manner in 
which a claimed apparatus is intended to be employed does not differentiate the 
claimed apparatus from a prior art apparatus satisfying the claimed structural limitations. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 2-15 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 
35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: none of the references cited show a pair of housings and rods that are rotatably 
supported between the guides for rotational movement between an anchor position 
wherein the stake is transverse to said guides for anchoring said device in said 
extended position and a release position wherein said stake is parallel to said guides for 
releasing said guides from the extended position to permit said guides to return to said 
retracted position.
